Enslaving of 
U. S. Citizens 
Denied by Slavs

locked horns today in a bitter dip- 
lomatic debate over whether Tito's 
government h a s 
enslaved and 


caused the death of American citi- 
zens. 


The State Department

Yugoslavia has thrown at least 165 
into concentration 
camps, rented 


them out at forced labor without 
pay, 
shipped' three to Russia, and 


permitted maltreatment fatal to as 
many as 10. 


The Yugoslav charge d'affairs'in 


Washington 
pro.mptly 
countered 


with a press statement declaring 
that "under Yugoslav law, which 
Is the only relevant law in this 
matter" the persons concerned arc 
Yugoslav citizens. 


The statement denied i'lally that 


iiny Americans are enslaved, 
or 


that slave labor conditions exist in 
Yugoslavia.
